The Review Staff has learned that to answer the re- 


quest, five cabinets of record cards in the CRYPTO/PSEUDG 
Register would haves to be hand searched (15 0 ,000 to | 
200,000 cards) because the cards are not £i Led alphabetically 


by digraph. Once the cryptos using the eight. ae ee jad 
been selected out, the eoiponent Shieh had been ass gned 
the use of the digraph would have to be queried as to the 
meaning of each crypto. In four cases of the cight, the 
digrephs have been assigned to other elements of the In- 
tellivence Commi tice. and these organizations would have 
to be queried as to the use to which they had put the 
digraphs. To answer the request as it now stands would : 
take longer than the remaining life of the House Select 25X11 
Committee. 
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
